From the tables 
and statistics we turn to notice briefly the several 
‘schools in the order in which they are districted. We 
begin with 


DISTRICT NO. I. 
Prudential Committee, Alfred Sawyer. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss Mary Belle 
Fox, of Jaffrey, who labored faithfully and success- 
fully. It was a good school of 17 scholars. 

Winter Term. This school numbered 24 scholars ; 
was under the supervision of the same teacher as the 
winter before, Miss Lucy M. Shattuck, whose thor- 


ough qualifications, easy manners, and skill in goy- 
erning, resulted in an orderly, progressive, and very 
successful school. 


DISTRICT NO. ILI. 
Prudential Committee, Charles Cutter. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Almeda M. Smith, 
of Jaffrey, and continued ten weeks. Miss Smith 
was well qualified for her responsible position, know- 
ing how to manage the “little folks,’ and her school 
gave good satisfaction to the district. 

— Summer Term, Primary Department, was under 
the direction of Miss Sarah E. Robbins, whose whole 
soul was in her work, and she well sustained her for- 
mer enviable reputation as a veteran teacher. Grat- 
ifying progress was manifest in all the studies, and 
good order and harmony prevailed. Such results in 
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this district can be realized only under the most skill- 
ful administration, and we congratulate the district 
that it enjoys such an administration in the services 


of Miss Robbins. 


Fall Term, Juvenile Department, Miss Sarah E. 
Robbins, Teacher. The good order, manifest interest 
and improvement were not second to any preceding 
term. Your committees were exceedingly gratified 
with the appearance of the school at the examina- 
tion. 

Winter Term, Primary Department, kept by the 
same teacher. Number of scholars, 55. Your cem- 
mittee felt much anxiety at the commencement of 
the term for the prosperity of the school; but the 
splendid governing ability of the teacher, her power 
to magnetize and interest the wild elements around 
her, and to bring order out of chaos, conquered a 
complete success of which she might be justly proud. 
Sixty-five persons were present to witness the exam- 
ination, and all went away satisfied that good disci- 
pline had been made and commendable progress se- 
cured. 


DISTRICT NO. IU. 
Prudential Committee, N. W. Jewett. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Annie M. Woodruff, 
of Jaffrey. Number of scholars, 19. It was a good 
and profitable school, giving the district entire satis- 
faction. Miss Woodruff is one of our very best teach- 
ers, thorough, guiding with discretion, persistent In her 
efforts, and remaining “mistress of the situation.” 
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The Winter Term was taught by Miss Carrie E. 
_ Bigelow. Scholars, 25. It was a live school, making 
a marked progress in all its departments of study. 
A large number of parents and guardians were pres- 
ent at the examination, and all seemed to be highly 
gratified with what they saw and heard. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 
Prudential Committee, Addison Adams. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Marcia E. Davis, of 
New Ipswich, who, though quiet and unassuming in 
her manner, secured the best interest of the school, 
and left a very favorable impression of her ability to 
teach on the minds of all interested persons in the 
district. All that could be reasonably expected of 
so small a school was fully realized. 


The Fall Term was under the charge of Miss Clara 
A. Cutter, of Jaffrey, who labored faithfully, perse- 
veringly and successfully, her school of 11 scholars 
passing an excellent examination. We take pleasure 
in calling attention to the fact that the confidence re- 
posed in the teacher was not diminished, but largely 
increased in her efforts. 


DISTRICT NO. V. 
Prudential Committee, George Richardson. 
Although this was one of the smallest schools in 
town, numbering only 5 pupils, and the eldest of 
these under ten years of age, it was certainly one of 
the best your committee ever visited in city or coun- 
try. It was taught by Miss Carrie L. Spaulding, a 
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member of the district. The recitations in all the 
branches of study were next to perfect. It was a 
rare treat to witness such a display of youthful talent: 
and attainment as the examination afforded the visit- 
ors. For two and a half hours flowed a rapid stream 
of questions in geography, grammar, arithmetic and 
physiology, from the teacher, which was inet by as 
rapid a stream of prompt and distinct answers from 
the pupils, only three answers being wrong. ‘The 
reading, spelling, writing and singing were most ex- 
cellent. Miss Spaulding must have labored with 
most untiring diligence to secure such results. 

Winter Term, 7 scholars, same teacher. School a 
complete success. Scholars went through their text 
books without missing an answer, each pupil answer- 
ing in turn with the greatest readiness, as visitors 
both in and out of the district will testify. Our opin- 
ion 1s, this little school is the Banner School of the 
State. It is needless to say that Miss Spaulding’s ser- 
vices are in high demand without going out of her 
own district. 


DISTRICT NO VI. 
Prudential Committee, Levi Brigham. 

Summer Term taught by Miss 8. L. Stoodley, of 
Reading, Mass. This was her first effort at school 
keeping, and it was a happy one. The good order, 
interest and improvement of the school were unsur- 
passed by those of any other school in town, all 
things considered. Well qualified, full of zeal in her 
work, and determined to conquer success, Miss Stood- 
ley infused her own spirit into her scholars till there 


9 
was but one purpose on the part of the school, and 
that was to excel. The district appreciated her ef- 
forts, and the examination revealed so marked a 
progress, that the discriminating Prudential Commit- 
tee determined to secure her services for the winter 
term, without regard to price. 

The Winter Term was accordingly under the au- 
spices of the same teacher, and though your com- 
mittee failed, on account of the snow-bound condition 
of the roads, of being present at the close of the 
school, yet he knows it is safe to say, the school was 
fully equal in good results to that of the preceding 
term. The district expressed its appreciation of Miss 
Stoodley’s services by raising funds to lengthen the 
term, and by handsome presents of money, &c., to the 
teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. VIL. 
Prudential Committee, Joseph T. Bigelow. 

Summer Term taught by Miss Carrie E. Bigelow. 
In consequence of sickness your committee was not 
able to be present at the examination of this school, 
but it appeared well at commencement, and we were 
highly pleased with the orderly and studious manner 
of the school, as also with the life, energy, prompt- 
ness and brilliancy of the teacher. The reading was 
excellent. We are informed that the school was ev- 
ery way a success. 

Winter Term under the administration of Mr. Ed- 
mund D. Libby, a young man whose education and 
modest demeanor are a credit to his years, and a wor- 
thy example for other young men. He was faithful 
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and thorough in his conduct of the school, and.won 
the respect of his pupils and the esteem of his pat- 
rons in the district. 


DES ERIC Ten Ooo LE: 
Prudential Committee, Charles Davis. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Ada E. Chamber- 
lain, of Jaffrey. She labored faithfully. The school 
appeared well at examination. 


Winter Term taught by Mr. Albert 8. Howard, of 
Townsend, Mass. Some fault was found with the gOv- 
ernment of the school. Examination showed com- 
mendable progress. We think Mr. Howard tried tu 
do his best, and if he failed anywhere, it was in laxity 
of government. 


DISTRICT NO. IX. 
Prudential Committee, John Frost. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Julia I. Smith, of 
Rindge. It was her first experience. <A good feel- 
ing seemed to exist between teacher and pupils. It 
was the opinion of the Prudential Committee that 
Miss Smith kept a good school, and his judgment we 
heartily endorse. | 

Winter Term, Miss Mary Belle Fox, teacher. In 
consequence of the bad going, only four scholars 
were present at the examination, but these bore 
marks of having been thoroughly instructed, and we 
believe Miss Fox sustained her former good record as 
a teacher.

For some un- 
known reason, six pupils left the school before its 
close, where, in our opinion, they might have re- 
mained through the term, to their very great advan- 
tage. 
DISTRICT NO. XI. 
| Prudential Committee, J. W. Woodruff. 
Winter Term under the efficient direction of Miss 
Annie M. Woodruff, who, though the school numbered 
but six scholars, found enough to do, and secured re- 
sults well worth the outlay of the large amount re- 
quired per scholar each year to keep the school alive. 
Where such progress as this school manifested is re- 
alized, the expenditure is an act of wise economy. 


DISTRICT NO. XII: 
Prudential Committee. Alvah Stanley. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Ella A. Rand, of 
Keene. It was her first effort, and we think, all 
things considered, she succeeded very well. 

The Winter Term was under the experienced 
teacher, Miss Annie M. Woodruff. We have seldom 
witnessed a better examination than this school af- 
forded; and the large number of visitors, though a 
somewhat stormy day, showed that the district ex- 
pected and appreciated the entire success it realized 
in the school and its teacher. 
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DISTRICT NO. XIII. 
Prudential Committee, Samuel Hodge. 


Teacher, Miss Hattie M. Perry, of Dublin. Only 
one term. School not yet closed. Judging from our 
two visits to it, what we can learn outside, and the 
appearance of the Register, it is a good school re- 
quiring no words from us. 


In conclusion, your committee desires to express his 
thanks to the several Prudential Committees, and to 
the many citizens who have manifested a commenda- 
ble interest in the welfare of the schools, for their, 
uniform courtesy and kindness manifested to us in the 
discharge of our duties. Their sympathy and co-op- 
eration have rendered our labors doubly pleasant. 

We would urge upon the citizens of the town gen- 
erally, the importance of visiting their schools once or 
twice each term, and thus encourage the teacher and 
scholars in their work. Our best schools are, as a rule, 
the ones in which the larger numbers of visitors are 
recorded. And do not neglect a school because it is 
small; for, as the foregoing reports show, some of the 
smallest schools are among the most useful and inter- 
esting. Your committee has made it a point to visit 
each school twice during each term, at the commence- 
ment and at the close, that he might be the better 
able to judge of the progress made, and with two or 
three exceptions his point has been carried. 

We have encouraged the practice of declamation, 
composition and singing in our schools the past year, 
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and are happy to say in the majority of cases these 
exercises have been practised with much interest and 
profit. We would recommend their future practice 
in all the schools. And furthermore, as in our schools 
are the future mechanics and artisans of the country, 
and as only skilled labor will be in demand with the 
promise of good compensation, we would urge the in- 
troduction of the art of drawing into all the schools, 
and to this end would urge upon teachers generally 
the importance of giving their attention somewhat to 
the study of Technology, if they would keep abreast 
with the demand of the times and be up with the spirit 
of the age. 


Your committee is pleased to make note of the gen- 
eral religious character the teachers have given to the 
schools the past year, whole chapters of the Bible hav- 
ing been recited in concert as a devotional exer- 
cise, and a universal stillness and bowing of the head 
during the seasons of prayer. We would ask, is not 
the moral element absolutely necessary to constitute a 
good education for our children, since the law of the 
land requires it, and the United States Commissioner 
of Education points to the absence of this element in 
the cases of Rulloff, and Webster, and others, as the 
cause of their fearful crimes and destiny, at the same 
time asserting that mere intellectual training is not 
sufficient to save the youth of the land from the per- 
petration of crime, but rather to increase it? Is not 
the presence of the religious element in education in- 
dispensable to the well-being of our children, and the 
safety of the Republic? Let it be seen to, therefore, 
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that the religious element in our schools is not under- 
rated nor overlooked, but encouraged and enforced. 


Finally, it may be said by some: ‘The old story 
over again—only praise, praise of the teachers.” To 
which we beg leave to reply that whenever and where- 
ever censure is deserved, censure will not be withheld : 
and it is a high compliment to the several Prudential 
Committees that they are generally so careful in the 
selection of teachers, and to the teachers that so sel- 
dom one is found in the field who is not justly entitled 
to all the praise and remuneration they receive.
